Remarks ■ 1. Tahsil Dehra remains intact as all constituencies are with the surplus population 
and Jawalamukhi can be tagged to the adjoining Palompur Tahsil. 

3. Jaswan Constituency by and large is backward with very rudimentary means of 
communication which hampers the mobility of the candidate. The suggestion 
has proposed a contiguous and reasoning connected areas. Hence need for 
rcconsideration. 

3. River Beas and Banerhar run through this constituency. These rivers are obs¬ 
truction to the far flung areas of Nandpur and Bilaspur which are contiguous 
to Kandi Constituency, Katraia is across Beas connected by a bridge and is, 
contiguous and close to Jaswan Constituency. 

4. Jamal is on the side of Chanaur and although contiguous with Chanaur which is- 
m Pragpur whereas Fanjal and Swana are adjoining the remaining Jaswan cons¬ 
tituency hence these two Patwar circles No. 5 and 8 be included in the Jaswan; 
Constituency and Jama] with Pragpur. 

This makes all the constituencies compact and make the mobility of the can¬ 
didate easy,
